Hor.so-watering trough.*; in many 
spction.s of the State, .some of 
which have been shut off for years, 
will be in operation during the 
.summer months, according to Dr.

The large increase in the num- 
ber of horses used for commer- 
cial and pleasure purposes, result- 
ing from the rationing of gas- 
olene and rubber, has created a 
demand for watering places, which 
are being provided by cities and 
towns in cooperation with the 
Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard and 
other Newton City ofTicials joined 
Dr. Francis H. Rowley and Mr. 
Eric H. Hansen, Executive Vice- 
President of the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, in a brief cere- 
mony in Newton Centre square 
recently, marking the first official 
opening of horse-watering troughs 
in the Commonwealth. 

In addition to the public wa- 
tering troughs, plans are under 
way, according to Society officials, 
for furnishing drinking water to 
horses at centrally located gaso- 
lene and service stations.

Falling far short of expecta- 
tions, 1,036 youths 18 to 20 years 
of age registered for Selective 
Service in the fifth registration in 
Newton Tuesday. 

The light registration was at- 
tributed in part to the fact that 
many colleges are conducting 
Summer sessions this year in an 
educational "speed-up” due to the 
war and many Newton youths arc 
believed to be attending the Sum- 
mer schools. These were regis- 
tered in the college towns, but 
their registration cards will be 
forwarded to the Newton boards. 
Thus the Newton boards are ex- 
pected to gain in the exchange of 
registration cards w'ith other 
cities and towns.

A meeting of the Newton War 
Transportation Committee was 
hold at the Mayor’s Oflico, City 
Hall on Tuesday morning. The 
meeting was called by Administra- 
tor Rupert C. Thompson for the 
purpose of hearing Mr. H, Ainslcy 
HIghman, Director of the Massa- 
chusetts War Transportation Com- 
mittee, discuss the rubber and gas- 
oline situations and transportation 
problem resulting from them. 

Mr. Highman was recently ap- 
pointed State Director of War 
Transportation by Governor Sal- 
tonstall. He is an executive of the 
United Air Lines, but his com- 
pany has loaned his .services to 
the state during the present emer- 
gency. 

Suspension of the city ordi- 
nance prohibiting heavy trucking 
on Watertown st. at night and cur- 
tailment of the use of traffic lights 
for the duration of the war were 
recommended for the purpose of 
conserving gasoline, tiros and mo- 
tor vehicles. 

The committee will ask the city 
government to take the necc.ssary 
action to effect the suggc.sted 
changes. Plans were also made 
tf» distribute questionnaires to 
workers in factories and stores to 
bring about the pooling of autos 
a.s far as possible. 

To Furnish Maps 

The committee will al.so furnish 
maps to assist workers in conserv- 
ing their cars. Those are 44 fac- 
tories and about 80 stores which 
are to be canvassed, according to 
Rupert C. Thompson, local admin- 
istrator. 

Mr. Highman urged the forma- 
tion of "tire exchanges” among 
motorists in order to prepare for 
the time when some may not have 
a full complement of tiros to keep 
their cars on the road. 

Wastes Gas 

The present city ordinance con 
coming WatortowTi st. prohibits 
heavy trucking in the night and 
early morning hours on that street 
which is a part of Route 16. 
Trucking concerns complain that 
the ordinance is the cause of extra 
mileage for their through truck 
traffic. 

As for the traffic lights, officials 
contend that they are gasoline 
wasters, requiring cars to stand 
still with the motors idling for ex- 
tensive periods.

Thursday; H to R on Friday: and 
S to Z on Saturday. Insofar as 
personal convenience permits, it 
would be helpful if autoists would 
apply in accordance with this al- 
phabetical order. 

The owner, his agent, or person 
entitled to possession of a motor 
vehicle may apply for the ration 
book; he must have with him the 
motor registration card of the 
automobile or motorcjcle for 
which he is making application. If 
he is not one of those persons 
who must apply directly to the lo- 
cal ration board, he fills out an 
application form and receives his 
gasoline ration book. Only ration 
books A” and “D” will be issued 
in the schools: ”.A” for automo- 
biles, and "D” for motorcycles and 
motorbikes. Persons expecting to 
apply for supplemental rations at 
a later period may secure forms 
for this purpose at the schools, if 
they request them. 

Registration will be carried on 
by volunteer teacher and parent 
corps from all sections of the city. 
Adequate staffs of workers are 
expected to make for a smooth 
and comfortable registration of 
Newton car owners.

Already over 
500 Newton women have com 
pleted this standard Red Cross 
Nutrition course, and many of 
them have gone on to canteen 
work, for which a nutrition ccr- 
tiOcate is required. However, 
more and more women who do not 
intend to do canteen work have 
been taking these nutrition 
courses to learn what foods are 
e.ssential to maintain a balanced 
diet for their families, and how to 
purchase foods wisely and pre- 
pare them most advantageously. 
This knowledge becomes vital to 
every liousewife who must face 
rising food costs and the with- 
drawal of many of the familiar 
foods from the markets. Instruc- 
tion in nutrition shows what foods 
can be substituted for those that 
are withheld without sacrificing 
the balanced diet so nece.ssary for 
the health of every family.

"Introduce units of work on 
such subjects as: aviation history, 
industry and aviation, anthropo- 
logy (in elementary grades to dev- 
elop the concept that creativity 
and intelligence is found in all nii- 
tionalities and races).”

The State's biggest blackout, 
covering two-t birds of the Massa- 
chu.setts coastline, including New- 
ton, will be hold early next Tue.s- 
day morning.

If anyone should wonder as to the reason for all this 
preparedness they should realize that this country is at war 
and a war in which unlike former conflicts, the civilian pop- 
ulation is, so to speak, right on the battlefield. 

Here in Newton, as elsewhere, a patriotic group of cit- 
izens have joined into a civilian defense unit. It is an integral 
part of the civilian defense and these men and women who 
have willingly given of their time and effort should, and 
probably do. receive the heartfelt gratitude of every citizen. 

Watching silently, but thoroughly, citizens of Newton 
have the assurance that should danger come, and it may at 
any moment, because of the alertness of these individuals 
serving in the report center, they will be amply warned 
of any impending trouble. Citizens may also rest assured ^ 
that if. and when, trouble does come, every unit of the civilian 
defense group in Newton will be ready to carry out their 
individual assignments. 

Indeed this week is a busy one for the local civilian 
defense group but a week in which very vital and necessary 
tests will be made that errors can be determined and cor- 
rected in order that smooth functional operations will result.

LESS GASOLINE— LESS DRIVING 

The new rationing of gasoline which resulted this week 
through a more drastic registration, will probably result in 
a more careful conservation of gasoline. 

While the previous registration impressed many motor- 
ists with the need to conserve on gasoline, nevertheless 
there was no appreciab’e letting down of driving. That it 
did reduce certain types of driving, no one will dispute but 
it hardly called forth the effect which apparently govern- 
ment authorities believed necessary. 

Now, however, the regulation governing the purchase of 
gasoline from now on is so drastic that only limited amounts 
of gasoline may be purchased. Newton motorists will gladly 
comply with these new regulations if it means a more de- 
termined aid toward ultimate victory. But Newton motorists, 
like every other motorist in the affected states find it a bit 
hard to understand why central and other States are per- 
mitted an unlimited quantity of gasoline. 

Nevertheless, motorists here and throughout New Eng- 
land and the Eastern seaboard will give one hundred per 
cent cooperation to the edict laid down by the Federal gov- 
ernment and as in every matter of war effort, will give their 
all. New Englanders have never been found lacking in doing 
all in their power to aid our boys fighting on many fronts 
in order to secure ultimate, and let us hope, lasting peace.

Files Amendment 
To Keep Food 
Prices Down 


Congressman Thomas H. Eliot 
last Thursday introduced an 
amendment to the Emergency 
Price Control Act in an effort to 
keep food prices from rising out 
of reach of the ordinary house- 
wife’s pocketbook. 

Mr. Eliot said: “The break in 
the price ceiling has started, with 
an increase of 15 per cent on vir- 
tually all canned fruit and dried 
fruit. This is just the beginning, 
unless action is taken by the Con- 
gress. The ordinary low income 
family will find it harder and 
harder to buy food, unless the 
Price Control Act is amended. 

The price rise in canned fruits 
was caused by the provision in the 
law saying that the fruit growers 
can charge a price of at least 110 
per cent of "parity.” 'The idea of 
“parity” is that ot a fair price for 
farm products. The farm bloc 
just makes it look ridiculous when 
it says that every price ceiling on 
farm products must be at least 10 
per cent higher than a fair price, 
yet that is what they wrote into 
the law. 

“I am today introducing an 
amendment saying that for prod- 
ucts which have been below par- 
ity, the price ceiling may not be 
any higher than parity itself. That 
preserves the fair price for the far- 


Building For June 
Shows Increase 


The June report of the Newton , 
Public Building Department has 1 
shown an increase in the volume ;

That is the opening day’ 
on which OPA has announced that 
j Sugar Ration Stamp No. 7 will be 
I good for two extra pounds of su- 
gar. 

Extra quantities will also be 
made available to industrial and 
institutional users as an increase in 
their July and August allotment. 

The •extra ration is made possi- 
ble by receipt of somewhat heavier 
shipments from the off-shore pro- 
ducing areas than were anticipated 
when the present ration allotments 
were fixed. 

“With American shipping fac- 
ing such perils as enemy subma- 
rine activities and mine sowing, 
nobody know's whether we can 
bring in sufficient sugar to main- 
^ tain our present ration levels in 
I 1943. ” Price Administrator Hen- 
derson said. “But the shipping 
prospects, together with the 
amount of sugar now on hand, 
we feel warrant distribution of at 
least ’JCW.tXlO tons at this time. If 
our present shipping situation con- 
tinues. it will result in no shortage 
We re t;iking what Td call a con- 
servative gamble.” 

Henderson’s decision was 
reached after consultation with 
shipping officials and after the 
WPB had detemiined that sugar 
available for distribution to civil- 
ian consumers between July 1 imd 
December 31 would be 3.435.000 
short tons.

$1,827.06 to Extend

Permission Granted for 
Extension of 2 Bus Lines 


Stolen Bicycle 
Is Recovered 


A bicycle which was stolen on 
July 4 from Norumbega Park was 
recovered by the Waltham police 
on July 8, and was identified by 
Douglas A. DeDoming of 8 Me- 
chanic St., Newton Upper Falls as 
being the property of his sister, 
Nancy DeDoming. 


The sum of $1,827.06 was ap- 
propriated by the Board of Aider- 
men at the meeting on Monday 
night for the extension of the su- 
pervised playground season, un- 
til Sept. 14. 

The board also voted an appro- 
priation of over $40,000 for the 
purchase of coal for public build- 
ings for the period from Jan. 1 to 
June 1, 1943. The vote was taken 
under a suspension of the rules in 
order that the city might purchase 
as much coal as possible during 
the summer on account of the an- 
ticipated transportation short- 
age. $21,250 of this amount is to 
bo used for the school buildings, 
$2,953.28 for the Fire Department 
buildings. $2,847.98 for the Li- 
brary Department, $509.11 for the 
Public Buildings Department, 
$900 for the Street Department 
and $10,525 for the Water De- 
partment Pumping Station, the 
latter amount to be taken from 
the revenue of the Water Depart- 
ment. 

It was also voted to expend the 
sum of .$3,500 for the construction 
of a reinforced concrete floor and 
other minor structural changes at 
the Chestnut Hill Fire Station. 
When the work is finished the 
ladder truck now housed at the 
Newton Highlands Station will be 
housed at Chestnut Hill, and a new 
ladder truck is soon to be deliv- 
ered to the Newton Highlands sta- 
tion. 

For the construction of a drain 
in Hammond Brook, Ward 6, be- 
tween Garland rd. and land of the 
Newton Cemetery, the sum of 
.$2,600 was voted. Alderman Jo- 
seph B. Jamieson, chairman of the 
Public Works Committee, stated 
that if the drain were not built, 
the city might be liable for dam- 
age caused by the brook overflow- 
ing its banks. 

The board also voted to pay $19 
for expenses incurred by Patrol- 
man Thomas L. McEnaney who 
fell from his motorcycle. Aider- 
man Raw.son of the Claims and 
Rules Committee stating the fall 
was due to a loose wheel. The 
$19 includes the charge for X-rays 
taken at the Newton Hospital and 
damage to McEhaney’s uniform. 

For payment of a pension to 
Joseph Brasill, an employee of 
the Street Department, who re- 
tired in June, the board voted the 
sum of $260.69. 

For bus transportation of WPA 
workers to Fort Devens until 
September 30, the sum of $1,738 
was voted. A sum previously vo- 
ted of .$4,177 for this purpose has 
been nearly exhausted and Aider- 
man Schipper explained that if 
the additional sum was not ap- 
propriated, there are 28 men on 
the project at Devens who would 
probably go on relief. 

The board voted an appropria- 
tion of $547.50, annuity to be paid 
to the widow of the late Assistant 
Chief Henry T. Seaver, on the ba- 
sis of $1,000 a year. 


In accordance with a recom- 
mendation made by Fire Chief 
Clarence W. Randlett and the 
Committee on Public Safety, the 
sum of $1,050 was appropriated 
for wire fencing around the Fire 
Headquarters at Newton Centre. 

For the purchase of two Rem- 
ington-Rand rebuilt billing ma- 
chines the sum of $1,700 was vo- 
ted, and $300 for new forms of 
bills and notices to be used in these 
machines, as the machines now 
being used are very old and con- 
stantly in need of repair. 

A sum of $2,406.25 was voted 
for the operation of the Summer 
School at the High School, but 
this amount has been received in 
tuitions and will be turned back 
to the city. 

A vote was also taken to extend 
the Saturday closing of the City 
Hall to include, Saturday, Septem- 
ber 5. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening, 
permission was granted for the 
extension of two bus lines with 
a slight change being made in 
the terminal point of the line 
which will accommodate the resi- 
dents of the Charlemont Section. 

Francis B. Turner, attorney for 
the Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Company, stated that a 
permit from the Board of Aider- 
men was necessary before the 
company could apply to the De- 
partment of Public Works for a 
permit to make a trial of the ex- 
tensions. He .said that the com- 
pany favored a trial of the exten- 
sion of the line from the junction 
of Dedham and Brookline sts. to 
the Newton-Brookline line. 

In regard to the Winchester st. 
line he said the company desired 
only to go as far as Charlemont 
st. If the buses stop there he 
said there would not be any need 
of extra buses or personnel but if 
the line were extended to Nahan- 
ton st. as the petition requested, 
extra equipment would be needed 
as the route is on half-hour serv- 
ice and the trip could not be made 
in that time. He also stated that 
after passing Charlemont st., 
Winchester st. becomes very nar- 
row and the buses would have dif- 
ficulty in getting through that end 
of the street, especially in the 
winter. 

Alderman John Temperley 
asked Mr. Turner the distance 
from the Lake st. terminal of the 
line to Charlemont st., and was 
told it was between 3 and 4 miles 
and could be covered in the half 
hour allowed, but if the traffic 
were heavy, the buses would be a 
little late. 

In accordance with the com- 
pany’s suggestion the board voted 
to have this line end at Charle- 
mont st. and approved the exten- 
sion of the other line to the New- 
ton-Brooklinc Line. 

About fifty residents of the 
south side of Newton were pres- 
ent at the meeting.

Many NiirHCH Are 
Needed at Once 


With the Government a.sking 
Ma.ssachusetls to produce 3,(X)0 
of the .55, (XK) young women needed 
to train for nursing this fall, the 
members of the Newton Hospital 
Nursing School Committee are 
concerned with meeting the acute 
need through additional enroll- 
ments. 

Shortages are common enough 
these days — every one is now ac- 
customed to the Government’s 
drives for tin, rubber, waste paper 
and grease. For many of these 
vital materials, America's best 
scientists are developing adequate 
substitutes. A human shortage, 
however, must be prevented. No 
scientist can create ersatz doctors 
and nurses to care for the millions 
of service men and civilians co- 
operating in total war. 

As part of the nation’s long- 
range nursing plan, 55,(XX) young 
men are asked to train in approved 
hospitals this year. New students 
working under older nurses can 
be of aid almost immediately in 
caring for civilian sick, while re- 
leasing registered nurses for w^r 
duty. Next year 65,(X)0 must be 
trained, and 75,000 the following 
year in order to safeguard national 
health during the war and the pe- 
riod of reconstruction. 

Miss Sophie C. Nelson, director 
of the nursing service at the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company in Boston, wrote in a re- 
cent issue of the "News Letter,” 
the official publication of the Mas- 
sachusetts organization for Pub- 
lic Health Nursing, "This is only 
a beginning. Every single in- 
dividual interested in providing 
adequate nursing service for this 
country in time of war sliould 
take some responsibility both to- 
wards the recruitment of student 
nurses and towards the recruit- 
ment and procurement of nurses 
for military and home service.” 

Working on the problem at the 
local hospital are Miss Faye

Newton Civilia n Defense 
Group Works Without 
A Flaw During Test 

Over 1.500 Workers at Posts In Speedy 
Mobilization: Report Center Manned 
W ithin 20 Minutes After Alert 


The blackout in Newton Tues- 
day morning was achieved within 
3 minutes of the time set for the 
biggest blackout test yet held in 
the State. With the exception of 
defen.se plants holding Army and 
Navy certificates, all lights were 
extinguished, no intentional viola- 
tions by householders being report- 
ed. and all traffic was completely 
stopped for 70 minutes. 

Over 1.500 civilian defense work- 
ers. including air raid wardens of 
Shift 3, the auxiliary- firemen and 
policemen, and Boy Scouts who 
acted as messengers, were on duty. 
About 250 gas lights and 70 elec- 
tric lights were turned off by the 
men, the rest of the city’s light- 
ing system being operated by mas- 
ter switches. 

Groups of obser\’ers headed by 
Chief Air Raid Warden William 
V. M. Fawcett and Douglass B. 
Francis, head of the aiLxiliary po- 
lice. were stationed at various 


points throughout the city to 
check the effectiveness of the 
blackout. The need of three ad- 
ditional sirens was confirmed by 
these observers and as .soon as 
they are completed will be placed 
at the Police Station, West New- 
ton; the City Stable on Crafts st.. 
and at Ladder 2 Fire Station in 
Ne\4'ton Highland#. They are be- 
ing made by the Gamewell Com- 
pany at Newton Upper Falls and 
will be completed as soon as pri- 
ority materials needed for their 
construction are received. 

In less than 20 minutes after the 
first Green 1 signal came in the 
report center was fully manned 
and heads of defense organiza- 
tions reported for duty and all 
post wardens were called. The in- 
dustrial plants were notified by 
telephone and were darkened at 
1:20 a.m. with the e.xception of 
some defense plants which joined 
the blackout during the last ten 
minutes.

Invoked By Stale 
OPA Director 


Kmergoncy measures were in- 
voked by Henry Parkman, Jr., 
Slate OPA director, Wednesday, to 
avert any possibility that essential 
truck and bus service in Massachu- 
setts might be disrupted through 
failure to obtain gasoline. 

Under Amendment .5 to the Gas- 
oline Rationing Regulation, passed 
by OPA authority in Washington 
last night, Parkman asked the Re- 
gional OPA office to designate 
Massachusetts as an area which 
will operate under the emergency 
plan until midnight Sunday, July 
26. 

The plan authorizes any gaso- 
line dealer to supply gasoline to a 
truck or bus which has not been 
i.ssued .service rations by its local 
war price and rationing board, 
through a form designated as 
R-555. 

This form is a certificate which 
the dealer makes out in duplicate. 
Both copies are then given his lo- 
cal board in exchange for an equal 
gallonage of coupons to permit re- 
plenishment of his storage tanks. 

Parkman stated that a survey 
of the accomplishments of the lo- 
cal boards throughout the state 
indicated little need for this emer- 
gency action, but that he had 
taken it to prevent any possible 
hardship to trucks or buses in the 
event some of them had not re- 
ceived their ration books, for any 
reason whatever. 

At the .same time, the state OPA 
director urged all gasoline dealers 
to exercise the utmost caution in 
extending the so-called "coupon- 
credit plan" which has been made 
effective throughout the rationed 
eastern states by authority of the 
OPA. 

"Under his directive," Parkman 
explained, "any dealer may de- 
liver gasoline to a motorist or non- 
highway user of gasoline ‘on credit’ 
until midnight, July 31, without 
requiring ration coupons from the 
customer who has applied for but 
not received them. 

"Dealers are warned, however, of 
their responsibility in doing so. 
Any dealer who exhausts his gaso- 
line supply through this credit ex- 
tension will not be able to replen- 
ish his tanks until he has collect- 
ed the coupons due him from the 
customer he has favored." 

Parkman also requested and re- 
ceived authorization from the re- 
gional OPA office a 42-hour exten- 
sion for registration by gasoline 
dealers. This action authorizes 
any gasoline dealer who has not 
received his inventory coupons 
from his local board, to use the 
bulk transfer coupons with which 
he has been provided. 

Dealers are further warned to 
carefully consider requests by hold- 
ers of A ration books who repre- 
sent that they have applied for 
but not received B or C rations. 
In the event such applications are 
rejected, the dealer is unlikely to 
collect such coupons due him.

It is a 
test of whether the American 
method of raising needed war 
funds by voluntary investment 
can be depended upon or whether 
it will be necessary to enact meas- 
ures for compulsory savings, and 
he urges that we keep it on a vol- 
untary basis. 

On Friday the total sales in 
Newton surpassed that of July 1 
when all merchants set aside 15 
minutes for the exclusive sale of 
War Bonds and Stamps. A tour 
of the factories in Newton was 
made on Friday by Chairman

Recent additional 
tests revealed that the pollution 
at the Auburndale and Upper Falls 
beaches had disappeared. Those 
beaches are therefore reopened, 
but the Health Department is 
making periodic tests as a pre- 
caution against the possibility that 
the pollution may return. 

Allison Beach and the Metro- 
politan bathhouse at the Water- 
town Beach on the opposite shore 
will remain closed, officials an- 
nounced, until all evidences of pol- 
lution have disappeared. Guards 
have been placed on duty at Alli- 
son Beach to prevent bathing, but 
at the Watertown Beach, despite 
the fact that the bathhouse is 
closed, many children have been 
bathing during the Summer.

MORE HOME CANNING URGED 


Fruit crops ripening in many 
sections of Massachusetts prompt- 
ed a statement from Henry Park- 
man, Jr., state OPA director, 
that the home canning provi- 
sion of the sugar rationing regula- 
tions gives American housewives 
every opportunity to conserve 
fresh fruit wherever and whenever 
available. | 

Parkman pointed out that there 
is no specific limitation on the ■ 
amount of sugar which a family 
may obtain for the purposes of 
home canning. 

Local war price and rationing 
boards are authorized to permit 
the use of any reasonable amount 
of sugar for home canning with the 
understanding that with each 
pound of sugar, four quarts of 
fruit will be canned. 

Parkman said OPA considers 
conserN’ation of fruit fully as im- 
portant as conservation of sugar. 

He also explained that in a ra- 
tioning guide on home canning is- 
sued to the local boards, certain 
figures were cited to indicate what 
might be considered a reasonable 
amount of sugar. 

The guide cites studies made by 
the department of agriculture and 
OPA’s consumer division which de- 
termined that under normal condi- 
tions, an average of approximately 
six pounds per capita is used in 
home canning. 

According to the same studies, 
pei-sons in rural areas consume in 
an average diet 36 quarts of can- 
ned fruit per capita annually. This 
would mean that based on the pro- 
portion of one pound of sugar to 
four finished quarts of fruit, the 
sugar need would be about nine 
pounds. 

These figures were issued for 
the guidance of the local boar(^ 
and in no sense impose an arbi- 
trary limitation on the amount of 
sugar a board may authorize a 
family to purchase for home can- 
ning. . 

Boards are instructed to give 
each application individual consid- 
eration and grant sugar allot- 
ments based on present heeds of a 
family, the amount of fruit canned 
in previous seasons, local canning 
practices and the availability of 
fresh fruit for home canning.

A WEEK OF WAR ' 


President Roosevelt told his 
prt'ss conference he is considering 
asking Congivss for more effective 
controls to keep down the cost of 
living, including wage control. 
The national situation as regards 
the cost of living must bo kept in 
lino, ho .said. The one criterion 
that must be kept in mind is what 
it costs the average family to live. 

The War Labor Board announc- 
ed a formula for a national wage 
stabilization policy designed to 
maintain workers’ purchasing 
power at January 1941 levels. The 
Board said "as a general rule 
workers are entitled to 15 per cent 
more wages than they had on Jan- 
uary 1. 1941, to meet the increa.ses 
m living costs from that date to 
May 1. 1942. Workers who have 
received an increase of 15 per 
cent or more during that period 
will not be entitled to raises ex- 
cept in cases where their rates 
still are substandard and a raise 
is necessary to wipe out inequali- 
ties.’’ 

The WLB ordered an increase 
of 44 cents a day. retroactive to 
last February, for 157,000 “Little 
Steel” workers. The union had 
asked for SI a day increases. The 
Board ruling also provided main- 
tenance of union membership and 
a checkoff of union dues. President 
Roosevelt, referring to the Board’s 
"Little Steel” ruling, said the en- 
tire national problem of wages is 
relative. In production uf an ar- 
ticle like steel an increase of 5 
per cent in the wages would not 
force up the cost of living nearly 
as much as a comparable increase, 
for instance, in a canning factory 
that produces food, he said. 

Labor Supply 

War Manpower Chairman Mc- 
Nutt reported approximately 12.- 
500,000 persons were working in 
direct war employment on July 1. 
compared with 9,000,000 on Apr. 1. 
He estimated 5,000,000 more will 
be added to the industry forces 
during the last six months of this 
year. Federal Works Adminis- 
trator Fleming said total U. S. 
employment increased between 
May and June by 1,700,000 per- 
sons to 53,300,000. 

The House passed and sent to 
the Senate a bill authorizing the 
Census Bureau to issue birth cer- 
tificates based on its vital statis- 
tics to persons unable to obtain 
them through normal channels. 
The 54,000,000 persons in the 
country whose births are not re- 
corded could obtain a certificate 
upon making a sworn application 
to a postmaster (or his subordi- 
nate), which would be forwarded 
to the Bureau to be checked. Af- 
ter verification of the application 
a birth certificate would be issued 
so the persons could work in war 
production plants and receive old 
age pension benefits. 

Rationing 

The OPA announced that east 
coast motorists in localities served 
by subways, elevated or suburban 
railroads would be denied supple- 
mentary gasoline rations unless 
they can establish that such trans- 
portation facilities are inedequate 
for their needs. The new regula- 
tions would apply to all motorists, 
including those who help form car- 
sharing clubs. WPB Chairman 
Nelson said after July 22, when 
the new rationing system went in- 
to effect in the East, gasoline de- 
liveries to stations in the area will 
be based upon coupons taken in by 
each station. The WPB announced 
establishment of a “buffer zone” 
in 162 counties adjacent to the 
w'estem boundaries of the east 
coast ration area, in which deliver- 
ies of gasoline to filling stations 
will be cut by 25 per cent begin- 
ning July 22. 

The WPB reported 2736 trucks, 
truck trailers and miscellaneous 
vehicles were released to civilians 
and to holders of Government Ex- 
emption Permits during the week 
ended July 11. Since March 9, 
when the rationing program be- 
came effective, almost 52,000 ve- 
hicles in all categories have been 
released to these two groups. The 
OPA authorized local War Price 
and Rationing Boards to permit 
use of any reasonable amount of 
sugar for home canning, providing 
four quarts of fruit will be canned 
with each pound of .sugar. 

The War Front 

A communique from Cairo, 
Egypt, reported Maj. Gen. Lewis 
I II. Brereton, formerly commander 
iof the U. S. Army Air Forces in 
I India, is now commander of U. S.

! Gen. Brereton said American

Maritime 
Commission Vice Chairman Vick- 
ery said American merchant ship- 
building capacity is now ample to 
meet the two-year goal of 23,000,- 
I (XIO deadweight tons — approxi- 
I mately 2,300 ships — set by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt early this year. He 
' said July shipbuilding figures in- 
: dicate the nation is 2,000,000 tons 
ahead of schedule for 1942. Be- 
cau.se of the “tight situation” in 
steel, however, the Maritime Com- 
mission said further plant e.xpan- 
sion programs must be curtailed. 
For this reason the Commission 
canceled its contracts with the 
Higgins Corporation of New Or- 
leans calling for 200 Liberty ships.

In his talk Mr. Zelveian empha- 
sized the fact that we Americans 
have not yet grasped the fact that 
it takes more than just dollars, 
ships, tanks and planes to win the 
war. We must adopt an attitude 
of personal sacrifice and choose 
between the almighty dollar and 
freedom for our children and fu- 
ture generations. He said that 
might alone as evidenced by Ger- 
many and Japan will never pre- 
sen’c our democracy. Persistence 
of personal profit-taking such as 
characterized World War 1 on the 
Home Front may result in a dic- 
tatorship form of government be- 
ing necessary to attain Victory. 
Mr. Zclveian's forceful talk made 
his listeners see the real facts 
which face us on the Home Front. 

There were twenty-three mem- 
bers present at the meeting and 
a vote of thanks was given to Ed- 
die Cannon and his Committee for 
the fine work they did last week 
in arranging the outing for the 
crippled children from the Pea- 
body Home. Also, a vote of 
thanks was given to Mr. Gill, Pro- 
prietor of Norumbega Park, who 
generously gave them all the facil- 
ities of the Park.

Old-Fashioned Spinning 
Wheel Still Being Used 

The Hebrides, the name on the 
map by which you may identify the 
islands where Harris Tweeds origi- 
nate, is probably the last outpost 
of Europe where the old-fashioned 
spinning wheel is still employed 
commercially. Having inherited 
from long generations both their 
skill and the wheels at which they 
work, the women are able to impart 
to their hand-produced yarn an in- 
describable finish and character, 
though only the finer Harris Tweeds 
are spun in this manner. 

After the yarn is spun and woven, 
much of it by hand, the cloth has 
a loose open appearance and is 
very harsh to the touch. The web 
is closed and softened by a process 
known as waulking. This is a com- 
munal operation. After washing in 
hot water while the cloth is still 
damp parties of women beat and 
work the cloth with their hands until 
the loose, open fiber is closely felt- 
ed together. 

Waulking day is an ancient in- 
stitution on the islands. The day 
the web arrives from the weavers, 
after a sumptuous breakfast, a 
strong door is removed from its 
hinges. The web, saturated with 
soapy water, is loosely laid upon it 
and with bursts of Gaelic song the 
women toss and tumble the cloth.

Reptiles Are Condemned 
Unjustly; Tame Easily 

The .cnake has been in most in- 
stances the recipient of unjust con- 
demnation. In this country, the 
overwhelming majority of them are 
not only non-poisonous, but actually 
beneficial. Probably not one in 
many hundreds will be the venom- 
ous type, and strange as it seems, 
most of the folklore regarding the 
habits and doings of the species are 
wholly hearsay and disproved by 
science and research. It is for 
the peace of mind and information 
• of sportsmen that certain things 
about them should be debunked. 

There are but two tliat can harm 
the human seriously with their bites, 
or stabs, as both the copperhead 
and rattler inject their venom from 
receding fangs and not their teeth. 
The fangs are like hypodermic nee- 
dles and when the snake strikes its 
mouth is wide open and the fangs 
pointed straight out. 'The force of 
the strike sinks the fangs into an 
object and the venom is forced 
through the hollow cavity. 

As far as the strike is concerned, 
no snake can fling its body more 
than half its length and never more 
than a foot above the ground. This 
means that ordinary boots or hip 
boots are plenty of protection. Most 
injuries to humans from these two 
are the result of great carelessness, 
in reaching into places or throdding 
without looking. 

If one merely watches the next 
step he is as safe as though walk- 
ing the streets of the city. And the 
chance of ever being struck is less 
than that of being struck by light- 
ning.

Sun Floating in Thick 
Cloud, Claim Scientists 

Evidence "consistent with the hy- 
pothesis" that the sun is floating in 
a dust and gas layer thick enough 
to cause light to require 1,500 years 
to travel through it has been found 
by three University of Wisconsin 
astronomers in observations at Mt. 
Wilson observatory, Los Angeles. 

This indicates that, but for the 
obscuring cloud, the sun’s light 
would be many times more bril- 
liant than at present! 

The earth itself, however, is near 
the center of the all-enveloping ab- 
sorbing layer, it was said, and thus 
the light from a star outside of the 
clouds would be reduced about 15 
per cent in reaching the earth. 

Also, being near the sun — astro- 
nomically, at least— the earth would 
not get the full effect of the obscura- 
tion of the sun’s light. 

Distant stars, too, in many cases 
would appear many times brighter 
but for gas and dust clouds in near- 
by space, the savants said. 

Making the observations were 
Drs. Joel Stebbins. C. M. Huffer 
and A. E. Whitford. They used a 
photoelectric cell attached to tele- 
scopes here and at Madison, Wis., 
they reported in the current issue of 
the Astrophysical Journal. 

About 30 per cent of a star's light 
is absorbed as it passes through the 
clouds, they reported. 


Hearing Dulled With Age 
Hearing is dulled a little from 
year to year after one reaches ma- 
turity. This dulling is greatest for 
high notes, especially the overtones 
which give the quality to a soprano 
voice. The soprano’s voice has un- 
doubtedly improved, but her hear- 
ing is not as good. Every adult 
experiences this. The young person 
hears qualities in the artiste's voice 
which his parents, and even the 
artiste herself cannot hear. Music 
critics should be young people; the 
older critics, even with normal ears 
for their age, are missing a part of 
the performance. 


Wheal in a Hurry 
Experts in farm production have 
estimated that, with a yield of 15 
bushels to the acre, it required 2 
hours and 33 minutes of man labor 
to produce a bushel of wheat, ready 
for the market, using the hand and 
Iwo horse methods of 1850. Today, 
with modern tractor and combine 
nietliods, the time has been reduced 
lo seven minutes

Wool-Labeling Law 

It is reassuring to learn that the 
labels which are made mandatory 
by the new wool-labeling law must 
state both the kind of wool, the pro- 
portion of it, and the proportion of 
any added material or wool substi- 
tute. Here is the way some of these 
new labels read on clothing articles 
featuring a popular and fine qual- 
ity of wool teiefile used in making 
coats and dresses: 

(1) XXXXX Woolen— 

Eighty-five per cent virgin wool; 

15 per cent Angora rabbit hair. 

(2) Ninety-five per cent virgin 
wool; 5 per cent pure silk decora- 
tion. 

(3) Ninety -five per cent virgin 
wool; 5 per cent Angora rabbit hair. 

And so on with other mixtures and 
proportions. 


Bread for Toast 

What kind of bread makes the 
best toast? By this question is meant 
what age bread makes the best 
toast? It used to be held by home 
experts that fresh (moist) bread did 
not make good toast. Bui, although 
factory-baked bread retains nearly 
all original moisture, it has been 
“out of the oven" long enough to 
toast perfectly by the time it 
reaches the housewife. 

Thus research on sliced, but mois- 
ture-proof bread, shows that from 
the time of wrapping until the bread 
is 72 hours old. only a 2 per cent 
loss of moisture occurs. However, 
the home-maker should recall this 
point, that slices must have uniform 
moisture distribution in order to pro- 
duce uniform toast. This means- 
keep the bread wrapped tightly un- 
til you wish to use it, so all slices 
will be equally moist all over.

Diagnose With X-rays 

Use of X-rays to help diagnose a 
recently discovered and sometimes 
fatal ailment called toxoplasmosis 
was reported by Dr. L. M. Sante of 
St. Louis and Dr. Cornelius G. 
Duke, Dr. Abner Wolf and Dr. John 
Caffey of New York, at a meeting 
of the American Roentgen Ray so- 
ciety in Cincinnati. 

Inflammation of the brain and pa- 
ralysis. with no sign of lung involve- 
ment, are the chief features of the 
disease in babies and small chil- 
dren, Dr. Sante pointed out. In 
adults, however, the disease may re- 
semble Rocky Mountain spotted fe- 
ver and symptoms of acute pneu- 
monia are prominent. Dr. Sante 
described several types of cases. 


Sea Mussels Eaten 
Some kinds of sea mussels are 
gathered and eaten. People in Eu- 
rope have been in the custom of 
eating them for a long time. On 
this side of the Atlantic they have 
not been used for food to a very 
great extent. River mussels have 
proved important in the making of 
pearl buttons. Chief of these have 
been the "deerhorn" mussels of the 
Mississippi valley. Their shells con- 
tain fine mother-of-pearl.

Colored Lights Observed 
At Night; Red Strongest 

The night sky is filled with bril- 
liant colors — red, green and yellow 
—but they are so diffused that the 
eye does not perceive them. They 
have been observed and studied at 
the McDonald observatory at Mt. 
Locke, Texas, operated jointly by 
the University of Texas and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

The red light is strongest at the 
end of twilight, and is traced to the 
oxygen in the atmosphere. It di- 
minishes in intensity until midnight. 
The green light grows stronger aft- 
er sunset, and reaches its peak 
shortly after midnight This light 
also has its origin in the oxygen of 
the atmosphere. The yellow light 
is more erratic in character. It is 
more like the aurora borealis, but 
is not confined to the northern sky. 

The daily variations in the red 
and green light link the changes to 
the day and night cycle of the earth. 
It is believed that the oxygen in 
the atmosphere gives out at night 
energy which it received during the 
day from sunlight, a phenomenon 
similar to phosphorescence. 

The yellow light has its origin in 
the sodium atoms in the atmosphere 
which appear lo be activated by 
showers of neutral particles which 
may come from the sun or stars.

ERNEST EDWIN FEWKES 

Ernest Edwin Fewkes of 120 
Hyde st., Newton Highlands, died 
at his home on Friday. July 17. in 
his 78th year. 

Mr. Fewkes was born in New- 
tonville. July 14, 1865. He was of 
English descent and has a cousin 
now living in Quorn. England. He 
has lived all his life in Newton 
with the exception of five years in 
Ip.swich. 

Mr. Fewkes was possessed of un- 
usually diversified talents. In his 
early youth he became much in- 
terested in photography, in which 
he later became very proficient. He 
built and equipped three studios 
where he did some distinctly mer- 
itorious work in portraiture. 

In 1895. he was offered the posi- 
tion in the Boston City Hospital as 
an X-Ray operator. At that time 
X-Ray pictures were just begin- 
ning to be used as an aid to medi- 
cal diagnosis. Little was then 
known either of the vast usefulness 
or highly dangerous qualities of 
this new discovery. Mr. Fewkes 
was a pioneer in developing the X- 
Ray machine and. in his laboratory 
at the Boston City Hospital were 
developed and perfected many of 
the discoveries which today have 
become an integral part of X-Ray 
science. In all this pioneering he 
was the co-worker with the late 
Dr. Francis H. Williams who. in 
his autobiography, pays tribute to 
the genius of Mr. Fewkes. 

In 1911, he went to Bangor. Me., 
to take charge of the technical 
part of the X-Ray laboratory in 
the City Hospital. Mr. Fewkes’ 
skill in making medical lan- 
tern slides, especially micrographs, 
was such as to attract the 
attention of the Late Dr. 
Councilman of the Harvard 
Medical School, for whom he 
made many slides which are today 
regarded as amongst the best. He 
has done similar work for the 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital and 
the Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal. Many of the instructors of 
these and other hospitals and med- 
ical schools are today using his lan- 
tern slides in the teaching of med- 
ical science. 

His many sided talents included 
the writing of biographies and gen- 
ealogies in which he became very 
proficient. The study of horti- 
culture. plant life, green house 
construction and cabinet work are 
all part of his proficiency. 

I The large three story house on 
I Hyde st., Newton Highlands, in 
t which he had lived for many years 
was constructed largely by him- 
1 .self. His cabinet work is of such 
1 a nature that it compares favor- 
ably both in design and workman- 
! ship with that of the old masters 
jin antique furniture. 

Mr. Fewkes was married in 
1911 in Newton Highlands to Miss 
Helen Oakley Hardwick of New- 
ton Highlands who survives him. 
She was a daughter to William H. 
Hardwick, whose ancestors were 
pioneers in glass blowing, coming 
to Mas.sachusetts in 1750. Mr. 
I’ewkes has paid a severe penalty 
for his early work in X-Ray re- 
search. knowing nothing at that 
time of X-Ray burns and how to 
protect one’s self from them. He 
had lost through such bums many 
of th«* fingers of both hands, but 
ev»‘n though so handicapped he 
has, f«)r years, done .some of his 
best work in photography and cab- 
inet work.

tanks, more than 14 submarines 
and almost enough for a destroy- 
er. In the next 365 days Boston 
must furnish enough tin for 600 
heavy bombers, 14,000 medium 
tanks, 178 submarines and 8 des- 
troyers. 

War Production Board officials 
made these statistics public this 
morning after the announcement 
that the monthly tin can quotas 
would be Massachusetts’ 19,800,000 
tin cans and Boston 6,300,000 tin 
cans. Inside the next twelve 
months Uncle Sam e.xpects Boston 
to salvage 75,600,000 tin cans, or

8,400 tons, and the tin areas of 
Massachusetts to turn in for the 
detinning establishments 237,600,- 
000 tin cans, or 28,177 tons. 

“Of course all this tin will not 
go for bombers, tanks, submarines 
and destroyers,” explains Gurth F. 
Chambers, chairman of the Mass- 
achusetts Salvage Committee. 
“Much of it will be utilized for 
airplanes, gas masks, ammunition 
holders, and containers in which 
food for our soldiers and sailors 
is shipped and preserved.’’ 

Although Massachusetts’ quota 
of 19,800,000 tin cans per month 
seems staggering, John I. Taylor, 
Executive Secretary for the local 
unit of the Conservation Division, 
War Production Board, says that 
Massachusetts will fill its required 
quota. “The average family gen- 
erally throws away 36 tin cans 
per month,’’ says Taylor. “There 
are 550,000 thousand families in 
the tin can areas of Massachusetts. 
If these families save their tin 
cans, instead of throwing them in 
the rubbish pile. Massachusetts 
will go over the top with flying 
colors.” 

Because of the impression in 
some quarters that the postpone- 
ment of tin can collections until 
August 16th meant that tin can 
saving also would be put off until 
then. War Production Board offi- 
cials ask that publicity be given 
the fact that the tin can drive is 
on in full blast and that postpone- 
ment of collections only was made 
to permit the housewives to gath- 
er sufficient quantities of cans for 
the first collection and to permit 
various towns and cities to ar- 
range for municipal* collections.

I am ospocially grateful for the 
privilege of writing again for my 
friends and neighbors in my own 
liomc town. It was the Newton 
Graphic which launched me on my 
modest career ns a political col- 
umnist. That was about ten years 
ago. Some of my present readers 
may recall that my debut was very 
simple and unexpected. An ordi- 
nary "Letter to tbe Editor," deal- 
ing with an approaching city elec- 
tion, signed with my initials, 
P. W. C., created sufTlcient interest 
to warrant a series of similar let- 
ters in succeeding i.ssues. Finally, 
I was asked to write a regular 
column under the heading "Poli- 
tics with Color,” a title concocted 
by the editor and your humble 
.servant after great mental agita- 
tion. Both the title and the writer 
are still going strong. 

Our Local RepresentativeM 

Until fairly recently it seemed 
as tho’ there would be little or no 
e.xcitement in connection with the 
Legislatuix'. City Treasurer Clar- 
ence C. Colby, who had indicated 
to some of his friends that he 
might run again for his seat in the 
lower branch, decided to devote 
his entire time to his new office: 
whereupon Alderman George E. 
Rawson, one of the old veterans 
on the Board, announced his can- 
didacy. However, it was not until 
John Finelli of Nonantum jumped 
into the fray at the eleventh hour 
that a contest on the north side 
of the city was assured. Finelli 
is well-known and has worked 
hard for many excellent causes. 
However, he is up against stern 
opposition and he will do well if 
he merely causes Messrs. Patrick 
and Rawson a few sleepless nights. 
Rep. Patrick is a strong vote-get- 
ter. I discovered that first-hand 
in 1940. Alderman Raw.son has 
long been a top-flight leader of 
the G. O. P. in Newton and will 
take a lot of beating. Incident- 
ally, it will be very interesting to 
compare the vote received by Rep. 
Patrick and the Newton Corner 
Alderman. 

Turning now to the State Sen- 
ate, we find a much more interest- 
ing situation. Here we think we 
detect .symptoms of the old 
Week.s-Childs feud. I think we 
may safely assume that former Al- 
derman Benjamin J. Bowen of 
West Newton is the choice of the 
.so-called organization. Versatile 
Rupert C. Thompson, secretary of 
our local Chamber of Commerce, 
presumably repre.sents the other 
wing of tho local Republican par- 
ty. Hans W. Lundstrom is, to the 
best of my knowledge, a lone wolf 
in politics and Thomas E. Mora- 
han just naturally enjoys running 
for political office, even when he 
fails to make much headway. The 
real contest is, presumably, be- 
tween Bowen and Thompson. 
What they have to worry about 
is where the votes for Lundstrom 
and Morahan are coming from. 
My own guess is that they will 
hurt Thompson more than Bow- 
en. As matters stand today, I 
like Bowen’s chances against the 
field. 

Watch for a grand scrap on the 
south side of the city in 1944. Rep. 
Margaret Spear may not choose 
to serve more than two terms, tho’ 
she will doubtless be returned 
again if she really wants to stay. 
A number of gentlemen who were 
very coy two years ago may decide 
to run two years hence. Further- 
more. keep your eyes on Rep. 
Douglass B. Francis. For several 
years now there have been rumors 
that he was headed for either the 
State Senate or Congress. 

Our Congressmen 

I use the plural because our 
present Congressman. Thomas H. 
Eliot of Cambridge, has been re- 
districted out of office. He is cur- 
rently engaged in desperate battle 
with none other than King James, 
officially known as former Gov- 
ernor James M. Curley of Boston. 
There are. to be sure, more than 
a half dozen other candidates in 
the new Eleventh district. Two or 
three of these are good vote-get- 
ters. but they will hurt Curley 
more than Congressman Eliot.

Police Traffic Bureau Report 
Shows Marked Decline In 
Number of Highway Accidents 


The report of the Newton Po- 
lice Traffic Bureau for the month 
of June shows a decline of 33 1-3 
per cent in the number of high- 
way accidents from the corre- 
.sponding month in 1941, when 
there were 27 accidents as com- 
pared with 18 in June of this year. 
The number of passengers injured 
dropped from 22 in June of 1941 
to 5 last month and the number of 
operators injured dropped from 
19 to 2. 

Accidents to pedestrians and bi- 
cycle riders, however, increased; 
seven pedestrians having been in- 
jured this past month and only 
one in the corresponding month 
last year. Accidents to bicycle 
riders who were in collision with 
autos numbered seven as com- 
pared wth three in June of last 
year. 

There was 'also a decrease in 
the number of motorists booked 
for offences during June, there be- 
ing 987 as compared with 1.697 the 
previous month. 


The number of "three-way” tags 
i.ssued last month was 50 and the 
number of licenses revoked or sus- 
pended was 5. Of a total of 420 
persons prosecuted for violation of 
traffic regulations, 101 were 
charged with speeding and 107 
with operating without a certifi- 
cate of inspection. Eleven men 
were charged with violation of the 
Governor’s Proclamation prohibit- 
ing speed of over 40 miles an hour. 
No women were prosecuted under 
the proclamation. A total of 83 
drivers were charged with failing 
to stop at a through way. 

'Two men were arrested last 
month on charges of operating 
while under the influence of liquor. 
One was fined $50 and the other 
$35. One driver was fined $25 
on a charge of operating to endan- 
ger. 

The decrease in accidents and 
prosecutions can be attributed to 
the rationing of gasoline which has 
caused a sharp decline in the vol- 
ume of motor traffic.

At the City w'ater reservation 
in Needham on last Sunday after- 
noon .Mayor Paul M. Goddard, 
members of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen and other city officials 
attended a demonstration given by 
the Newton Auxiliary Fire De- 
partment. 

The four trailer pumps manned 
by 135 members of the force and 
the .500 gallon Ford pump were .set 
up on the re.ser^ation near one of 
the filter bowls of the water de- 
partment from which the water 
for the test was drawn. Ten lines 
of 2 * 2 " hose augmented by two 
lines formed by “Y" connections 
were laid, two of the lines being 
fed by a so-called “Baker Gun. ” 
and streams of water were shot 
high into the air. 

A demonstration was also giv- 
en of a "Besnan cellar distribu- 
tor" which is used when smoke 
from a cellar fire is so dense that 
firemen are unable to enter. 

Lieut. Charles Kramp. supen.is- 
or of motor vehicles of the New- 
ton Fire Department, e.xplained 
the operation of the pumps to the 
spectators. 

The test was conducted under 
the direction of Fire Chief Clar- 
ence \V. Randlett, Captain John

May Enlist In 
Navy If Done 
Before Indiietion 


Men of Selective Service age 
who are expecting to be inducted 
into the Army within the next few 
months but who prefer service 
with the U. S. Naval forces should 
call at the Navy Recruiting Sta- 
tion at Waltham City Hall at their 
earliest opportunity, according to 
a statement issued today by Chief 
Machinist’s Mate Leonard A. Web- 
er, recruiter in charge of the local 
district. 

Although men may volunteer for 
the Navy or Naval Reserve up to 
the day of induction into the 
Army, Chief Weber advises them 
to have an interview, file an appli- 
cation, and take the physical ex- 
amination before it is too late. 

In the past few weeks, there 
have been several cases involving 
i local men who were unacceptable 
to the Navy doctors until minor 
[ physical deficiencies had been cor- 
rected but who had not allowed 
i themselves sufficient time to have 
' these defects remedied before they 
were required to report for induc- 
I tion into the Army. Dental cavi- 
' tics and the necessity for replac- 
I ing one or more teeth have been 
one of the principal barriers to men 
I who have waited until a few days 
' before induction to apply for Nav- 
al service. 

Men who are found acceptable to 
the Navy are under no obligation 
to enlist, even though they have 
passed the physical examination 
and have been interviewed for a 
rating. If they are accepted for 
enlistment, applicants may select 
the date most convenient for 
themselves to be sworn in. 

Complete information may be 
obtained from the recruiting staff 
at Waltham City Hall each day 
from 8:30 to five o’clock or on 
Monday or Wednesday evenings 
until nine o’clock.

Edward Marshall Hodgkins, Jr., 
17, a student at Hebron Academy, 
and son of Dr. and Mrs. Edward 
M. Hodgkins of 63 Pickwick rd., 
West Newton, rescued four per- 
sons from the water at Humarock 
Beach on 'Thursday of last week 
when they were caught by the 
heav’^y undertow while in bathing. 

By launching a dory and maneu- 
vering it so Gino Barlotta, a lA- 
year-old boy, ,could seize the stern, 
he brought the boy to the shore 
when a huge wave engulfed the 
boat but the boy was aided ashore 
by persons nearby. He then res- 
cued Patricia Thompson, 16, of 
46 Braeland ave., Newton Centre, 
swimming 150 yards to her side, 
and diving into the surf again 
aided by Aaron Melcher, Drought 
Daniel Donovan of 95 Wheatland 
st., Dorchester, ashore, and while 
others worked over Donovan in 
an attempt to survive him, young 
Hodgkins swam out again and 
rescued Miss Phyllis Bowles, 19, 
of Marshfield. 

Daniel F. Donovan, 33, died af- 
ter he had been brought ashore by 
Hodgkins. He had been spending 
a few days at the beach before re- 
porting for active duty with the 
U. S. Navy. 

In all eight persons were res- 
cued at Humarock on Thursday. 
Lyle Wheelock, 42, also of Dor- 
chester, was rescued but failed to 
recover. 


New Machine Does Away 
With Tipsy Driver Alibi

Sergeants Richard L. Banrion 
and Patrick J. King of the New- 
ton police brought back from 
Portland, Me., on Monday a 15- 
year-old boy who on July 3 had 
broken into the home of Robert 
Estabrook at 97 Shornecliffe rd..

$500 bail by Judge Delay and the 
case was continued until Friday.

WHAT’S IN THE NEWS? 

To read the news intelligently is one of the great arts of , 
democracy. Only if we road patters intelligently is freedom i 
of the press of any use. 

Too often we turn to the news not for information but i 
for excitement. We make little attempt to interpret it for ' 
ourselves: rather we surrender to the headlines and let them 
have their way with us. 

For all our boasted independence, we enjoy the sensa- 
tion of being at the mercy of world events, of having our j 
thoughts and actions determined for us. 

We’d sooner react to what is happening than decide what 
ought to happen and then work to make it happen. 

Hanging on the news feeds this tendency and weakens 
our powers of initiative and decision. 

The only intelligent way to read the news is to derive 
from it a program of action for ourselves. Unless we do this 
we are traitors to our cause, becau.se spectatorium is death 
to democracy. 

We need to have an intelligent understanding of what is 
going on around us. We need not only to follow the course 
of the war on maps, but to take account of all the great 
trends of human thought and action. 

For victory in this war is not to be won on the field of 
battle only. It must also be won in the field of ideas. The 
enemy fights with ideas as well as tanks Nations like France 
have fallen because they were out-thought before they were 
out -fought. Are we thinking far enough and fast enough to 
conquer the ideologies? What is America’s big idea, anyway? 

Clear thinking comes from clean living. The way we 
Americans live is the American way of life. It can be a re- 
fiection of our unthinking whims and indulgences. Or we can 
think out and then live out a pattern way of life which will 
inspire our fighting men and which the nations of the world 
can copy.

Dear Sir; 

It has long been a temptation 
to me to write you and ask a 
question which must occur to oth- 
er soldiers as well as myself. 

I think I can best present my 
case by quoting myself as an ex- 
ample. 1 am in Foreign Service 
and have been for over two years 
now. I am trying to do my part 
for the good of the whole coun- 
try and am even investing all I 
can spare in War Bonds. Yet, ev- 
ery year, I receive a bill for my 
Poll Tax from the City of Newton 
and generally a demand with it. 
Last year I received a warrant for 
my arrest for failing to pay my 
Poll Tax. The point I want to 
bring out especially, is that I 
wonder if all this isn’t unneces- 
sary. It is annoying to me and 
must be to other Newton men in 
the Service. (I assume other 
Newton men are receiving same 
demands. ) I have yet to find 
any other soldier, from other 
States and Cities, who has to pay 
a poll tax and I wonder if we of 
Newton have to do so. 

This is just a question. I want 
to do the right thing.

In Japan, silkworm culture is a 
family undertaking, a part time job 
on some 2.000.000 farms. In the 
month and a half each spring when 
the worms are growing and spin- 
ning. the entire family participates 
in their care. A large part of the 
house is given over to them, the 
family keeping only one or two 
rooms. Similar enterprises in Amer- 
ica involved the building of sepa- 
rate sheds for the exclusive use of 
the worms. 

Tho most tedious of all the tasks 
connected with silk production is 
the unreeling of the cocoons. First 
th^ cocoon is put in hot water to 
soften tho gummy substance which 
binds the threads. Then the rcelcr. 
usually a girl, seeks out tho loose 
end.s by which tho cocoon was at- 
tached to the branch. One thread 
is too thin alone, so she joins the 
tlireads of five or six cocoons and 
reels them as one. Reeled separate- 
ly, a thou.sund miles of silk fila- 
ment would be required to m.ake a 
pound. To produce that weight of 
thread, 2,.500 to 3,000 cocoons must 
be unrolled. Last year it was an- 
nounced that mechanical devices 
had been developed to triple the 
speed of reeling, but still the cost 
would bo prohibitive at American 
wages. 

After reeling, the silk is inspected 
and rewound into skeins of several 
ounces each. These are combined 
into “books” of five to ten pounds 
which, in turn, are packed in bales 
ot 100 to 200 pounds for shipment. 
Each bale represents the life work 
of some .“iOO.OOO hand-fed silkworms. 

Silk Wonn 

Tne silk vsonn secretes the silk as 
a viscous Ihiid in two large glands 
in the lateral part of the body. These 
communicate by 'ducts with the spin- 
cret on the under lip. The silk from 
the two glands is united in a single 
thread, which quickly hardens. The 
worm spins or produces this tliread 
and winds it about itself so as to 
form u covering or cocoon in which 
It pusses the |)upa stage. In the 
case of domesticated silk worms, 
much of the thread may be reeled 
oir in a .single piece after it has been 
softened and loosened from the co- 
coon hy Immersion in warm water. 
Haw silk contains 20 to 30 per cent 
of sericin, or silk glue, ami is harsh 
and stilf. After tlhs glue is removed 
by sleeping and boiling, the silk is 
fine, soft and while. Ecru, or “nat- 
ural’’ color silk, has only u portion 
of this glue removed. 


60 Want To Buy 
Bicycles 

Tin* Nowton War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board ha.s received 60 ap- 
plication.s for certificates to pur- 
chase bicyele.s. Scores of other 
applioatlon.s were rejected becau.se 
they were not in proper form. 

Although about 300 persons 
have made intiuiries and many of 
them have sent letters requesting 
pi’rmission to purchase bicycles, 
William B. Baker, chairman of the 
board, announced Tuesday that 
the hoard can act on formal ap- 
plications only and that applica- 
tion blanks may be obtained at the 
oiTice of the hoard at City Hall. 

Ih* stated that the city’s quota 
for July is 18 bicycles and that 
the applications of tho.se who are 
not eligible will he rejected, while 
those who are ruled eligible will 
he awarded certificates while the 
(|Uota lasts. After the quota has 
been ^achod, applications of re- 
maininl^ persons eligible will bo 
placed on file to await the next 
month’s quota. 

According to the regulations, 
certificates may be issued to those 
who plan to use them in gainful 
occupations or in essential to the 
war effort. 

At the same time the chairman 
revealed that the board is "keep- 
ing well ahead’’ of the ten-day 
period allowed hy law for action 
on the applications for supple- 
mentary gasoline ration books. 

Scores of letters have been re- 
ceived by the board from persons 
who feel aggrieved because their 
bids for supplementary ration 
hooks were rejected or granted in 
part. Chairman Baker stated, 
however, that the hoard has acted 
strictly in accordance with the 
regulations prescribed by the 
OPA. 

The board has been assisted by 
a group of business men serving 
as volunteers in examining appli- 
cations and passing on them in ac- 
. cordance with the rules. Assist- 
ing in the task of issuing the ra- 
tion books to the succc.ssful appli- 
cants are about 25 teachers, who 
are giving up part of their summer 
vacations to serve. The teachers 
J are serving in two .shifts. Success- 
ful applicants are notified by post- 
cards as soon as the board has 
i passed their applications. For the 
greater part of tho day the suc- 
cessful applicants as they await 
their turn form a long line in the 
corridor outside of the aldcrmanic 
committee room where the books 
are issued. 


Ask Extension 
Of 2 Bus Lines 

The Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Company has applied to 
the State Department of Public 
Utilities for certificates of public 
convenience and necessity to ex- 
tend two bus lines on the South 
Side of the city of Newton. 

The department is expected to 
hold a hearing on the matter. 
The Board of Aldermen granted 
the permits after residents peti- 
tioned for the added service. The 
board held two hearings on the 
petitions. 

One of the proposed extensions 
is from the junction of Dedham 
and Brookline sts.. Oak Hill, over 
Brookline st. on tho Newton and 
Brookline town line. The other 
is from the junction of Centre 
and Boylston sts., Newton High- 
lands, over Winchester st. to 
Charlemont. 

Study Newly 
Discovered Arizona Pits 

3tre\\n like giant shell holes 
across the sun-scorched Arizona 
plain, a score of newly discovered 
pits 40 miles southeast of Meteor 
crater are being studied by an ex- 
pedition which includes Dr. Harvey 
Nininger, curator of the Denver 
museum and president of the Soci- 
ety for Research on Meteorites, who 
heads the expedition which hopes to 
prove the craters were caused by 
meteorites. 

If so, they contain thousands o.' 
pounds of nickel now vitally needed 
for national defense metal produc- 
tion, the scientists pointed out. 

There is a strong possibility, the 
experts acknowledged, that the pits 
were caused by the tail of a comet 
which smashed to earth thousands 
of years ago. or by fragments of 
an exploding meteorite. 

There’s a chance also. Dr. Nin- 
ingcr admitted, that the perfect cir- 
cle craters may prove to be sink 
holes caused by a large under- 
ground river. 

The pits, which average 200 feet 
in diameter and I.IO feet in depth, 
will be studied with a magnetome- 
ter, radio sounding device, and also 
with special acids and other geo- 
physical equipment. The expe- 
dition also will carry drilling ap- 
paratus. 

Five liundred thousand pounds of 
nickel valued at 5300.000,000 are 
contained in the I0,()00,000-ton mete- 
orite located underground just south 
of Meteor crater, government ge- 
ologists estimate. 

Tile Barringer family of Phila- 
delphia has spent ^.'lOO.OUO sijiee 1009 
In mining operations at the crater. 


Two Threads in Weaving 
In any form of weaving ilierc arc 
two kinds ol thread -the wrap, 
which runs lengthwise of the fin- 
ished fabric, and the filling, which 
runs across at right angles with the 
warp. In the simplest form of 
weaving the filling goes over one 
warp tinead, under the ne.xl. over 
the third, under tho f(iurll> and so 
on. Many fancy yarns are made, 
anu are woven into intricate de- 
signs. The plain weave is an open 
weave, cooler for summer- wear 
garments, and is iound in tropical 
worsteds, rayon fabrics and most 
washable cotton and linen fabrics. 
Twill weave is closer, warmer, and 
used for overcoats, suits, uniforms, 
and is more durable than tlie plain 
weave for heavier yarns.
